Last night, at 10:03 p.m. in 
the Roman House, the Elemen- 
tary School Building Commit- 
tee and the Poorvu Construc- 
tion Company of Boston, signed 
a cohtract for the construction 
of the new school, on Wildwood 
Street. 

The contract was for the com- 
plete construction of the school, 
other than equipment, and the 
cost stipulated was $498,439. The 
school will be built according to 
the plans and specifications ori- 
ginally bid on, with a few minor 
exceptions. All three of the com- 
mittee members, E. Hayward 
Bliss, Nicholas De Felice and Al- 
an Shepherd signed the contract 
for the town of Wilmington, and 
Howard H. Poorvu, the treasurer 
of the Pooryu Construction. Co. 
signed for the contractor. 

The new school, to be erected 
on the property owned by the 
town on Buck’s Hill, will have 14 
classrooms, and a library and 
Visual Aid room, equivalant in 
size to a classroom, In addition, 
there will be an all purpose room 
to be used as a cefeteria assem- 
bly hall, and gymnasium, an 
ecectric kitchen, with stainless 
steel equipment, ut 25 feet by 
35 feet in size, a Nurse and Den- 
tal office, a reception room, 
teachers room, etc. 

Each of the rooms for the 
primary children will bé equip- 
ped with toilet facilities and the, 
other 8 rooms, in the other wing | 
will have a set of toilet facilities 
common to the 8 rooms. In ad- 
dition, there will be two toilets! 
accessible from the outside, for 
use of children using the play- 
ground, when the school 
otherwise closed.

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THE NEW SCHOOL AND OTHER THOUGHTS 


Possibly before this paper appears, Wednesday, the con- 
tract for the new Wildwood street school will have been sign- 

The contract, as we understand it, will call for the con- 
struction of the school in 270 days, which will mean that the 
building should be ready for occupancy next April. It will 
be welcome. 

The Finance Committee made a decision, the night prior 
to the Town Meeting, to transfer $3,790.11 to the School 
Building Committee. This gave the latter committee exactly 
$500,000 with which to erect the building. It does not provide 
for the equipment in the school, but as Mr. Bliss explained 
at the town meeting, the additional money needed, probably 
$77,000 can be voted by the town, out of the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Fund, after January 1, 1954 

The decision, without doubt, was the best that could be 
made under the circumstances. It took a combined meeting of 
the Finance Committee, Board of Selectmen, and Building 
Committee nearly five hours to arrive at the decision, which. | 
this time at least, demonstrates that many heads are better| 
than one. | 

The transfer was made by the Finance Committee, acting 
under its power in the “Home Rule Law." Why then did the 
town hdve to vote the money too? | 

There were two good reasons. In the first place the 
“Home Rule Law” has not yet been tested fully, in the courts, 
and by the town voting, it placed its seal of approval on the 
deed, beyond any doubt 
explained, the town was also morally obligating itself to vote 
for the additional money, after January ist. The money is 
in our treasury now, but a 
until after the new year begi: 

Another very fine feature is that our borrowing capacity 
remains at a better level. It is now down to $94,000. If an 
additional $77,000 were borrowed, we would be in a position 
of being able to borrow only $17,000 if a real emergency arose 
Such a position would not be good 

It was this point that had led the Finance Committee from 
the very first to reject the additional bonds. The previous 
meeting had been quite hot tempered, according to accounts 
that we received. (Some people read our account to say that 
“unprintable” words had been used. We said the meeting 
was “hot” and’that “hot” words were used. We believe there 
is a distinct difference.) 

It was unfortunate that the news coming from that meet- 
ing did not have the Finance Committee's side of the argument. 
We endeavoured to get it, but didn’t have much luck. We did 
prepare an editorial, pointing out that when five men out of 
seven vote against a proposition there must be a good cause, 
even if it wasn't known, but, again, unfortunately, the editorial 
was lost in the shuffle, a fact that we will always regret. 

The Wilmington Finance Committee alw sees fit to 
have 100% executive meetings. In this we believe that they 
are in error, from, a policy making standpoint. No one will 
deny them the right to argue in private, but we believe the 
public is entitled to know what facts are presented to the 
committee, before the argument begins- 

The last two weeks has been an illustration, Fortunately, 
all has come out well, which, of course is to be expected, 
but no ohe ktiew what the Finance Committee was consider- 
ing. They even excluded the Superintendent of Schools, who 
was a professional advisor to the committee that was appear- 
ing before them, and who is also a citizen and taxpayer of 
this town. 

In this we think the Finance Committee was wrong. The 
arguments of the Superintendent of Schools, and of the Archi- 
tect, who was also excluded may have had no bearing on the 
hearing, but how could the Finance Committee know ahead 
of time? 

The Building Committee, too, was just as wrong. They 
should not have attempted to put their arguments before any 
board of the town, without their professional advisors being 
present. What are they paying their advisors for? 


THE POWER TO DESTROY 


Last week the Crusader published the reply of the Town 
Manager, to the Board of Selectmen, about the Dance Floor, 
at Silver.

the next one, by extension, to make a still stronger decision ? 
If one man can order one thing, such as a dance floor destroy- 
ed, then it follows that the next one cam’ order the see-saws 
in a public park destroyed, or anything else, even tip to the 
Town Hall. 

This was not an administrative decision. Administrative 
decisions are those involving sweeping streets, making up pay- 
rolls, installing water services, etc. This was a decision which 
was out of the ordinary. The trouble was that there was no 
provision for making such a decision. 

Consider, for instance, the Board of Appeals. Nearly 
every week this board is called on to make a decision which is 
out of the ordinary. They advertise that there will be a public 
hearing, Anyone who wishes to, may attend, be he an indivi 
dual, or be it a club or group. The board listens to everything, 
and makes its own decisions. They have not surrendered any 
of theit powers, yet the decision is essentially democratic. 

Many of our fellow townsmen have served in the Army 
or Navy. They can well recall that these organizations have 
a central administrative power far more powerful thau we 
do under our Town Manager plan. Yet, nothing is destroyed, 
(except in battle, or through loss) without a proper considera- 
tion being made, firs. Many of our citizens will recall that 
there is a “Board ef Survey” which considers the facts betore 
the decision is made. 

Wilmington should have something like a “Board of Sur- 
vey,” to be called on if anything is to be destroyed, It could 
consist of a committee, to give recommendations, afier a 
public hearing. Such a committee could be a regular part of 
the town government, or it could be appointed anytime the 
need arose. We believe it would save a lot of headaches, and 
at the same time give the people of the town the right vo ex- 
press their opinions, before waking up some morning to dis- 
cover that something else is missing!

Benefits that are paid under the 


into two classes, retirement benefits 
and survivors benefits. This article 
will list the retirement benefits and 
tell who is eligible to receive them. 

1. Old-age insurance benefits are 
paid to the insured individual him- 
self. The amount paid is the primary 
insurance amount. In other words, 
if the primary insurance amount 1s 
$65, this will be paid to the retired 
insured person every month. 

2.Wife’s benefits are paid to the 
wife over 65 of an insured person 
who is living with him. It may also 
be paid to the wife under 65 if she is 
taking care of his children under 
18 who are entitled to benefits, This 
benefit is one-half the primary 
amount is $65, the wife would re- 
ceive $32.50. 

3. Dependent husband's benefits 
are payable to the husband over 65 
jof a woman who is both fully and 
currently insured. He must be living 
with his wife when he files and must 


of his support from her. The amount 


4. Child's benefits are paid to chi- 
dren under 18 of the insured person 
if the children are dependent on him. 
These payments are made until the 
children are 18, unless they die or 
marry before that time. Each child 
receives one-half of the primary 
amount. 

No payments can be made to any 
person, either on his own account, 
or based on another person's unless 
he files application for it. Some pay- 
ments can be made retroactive, but 
only for a maximum of six months. 
For this reason, it is a good idea to 
visit your social security office at 
10 Kearney Square., Lowell, Mass., 
as soon as you are thinking of re- 
tiring.

The term Grouper covers a 
considerable number of usually 
superior marine food fishes.

The bulldog is known to exist as 
a breed since 1390. It was used, for 
many years, for the so-called sport | 
of Bull Bating. A bull would be sec- 
ured to a chain, about five feet long, 
in a pit, and’ the doggwould be 
thrown in. By the time of Henry 
VIL this was considered to be a 
very great sport, and dogs were 
bred so as to bring out their charact- 
bred to as to bring out their charact- 
eristic short nose, sq that they could 
better hang on to the bull, and their 
legs were shortened to they could 
approach the bull in a very low 
crawl, yet, spring when the time 
came. This of course bred the vic- 
ious spirit into the dog, but after 
a while the sport died out, and fin- 
ally the bulldog owners decided to 
breed out the viciousness. This was 
done by crossing with other dogs, 
notably the greyhound, Other dogs, 
such as the Boston terrier are off- 
shoots’ of the bulldog breed. The 
Bulldog still retains his courage, but 
the ugly vicious strain is gone. 

Bulldogs are difficult dogs to 
grow. Their tremendous shoulders 
make whelping difficult. For some 
reason, too, the dogs always seem to 
whelp ‘at 2 o’clocle in the morning, 
never, for instance at a nice hour in 
the afternoon, so that a breeder 
has his troubles. Sometimes the 
mother is ill afterwards, and this 
increases the difficulties. 

1 can recall one case in which 
eight puppies were born at 2 o'clock 
on a Thursday morning. The moth- 
er became ili, and was unable to 
take care of her puppies for a 
couple of days. Finally by Sunday 
she was in better condition so as to 


 |be able to take care of her puppies 


but we were mighty tired folks, at 
that time. Next day a man came in 
and wanted to know if we had any 
pups. We told him that we had a 
litter of eight, which would be for 
sale in a’ few weeks. He wanted to 
pay, right then, and asked the price. 
We told him’ that common pups 
were $100, those that showed prom- 
ise of being a show dog were $150, 
and those that we definitely knew 
were of champion caliber were $250. 
The man smiled, and confessed that 
he was expecting to have to pay $15, 
as he wanted to buy one for his 
little girl. 

Avually, these prices are not high 
It costs money to raise the dogs 
The stud fee is $50 alone, not to 
mention the other costs. 

Gre of the very interesting things 
about dog breeding is the dog shows. 
One has to go to the shows, if one 
is a breeder. It.is necessary So that 

‘ow can betome known, an‘ it isn’t 
just a casual appearance that is 
called for, either! It costs $5 to 
cnter a dog in the show, and there 
is plenty of information that is cal-

by the American Kennel Club, and 
any deliberate misinformation, or 
restriction bf information, results 
in a barring, by the Kennel Club.

nine in hamburger, for instance.

time. The dog was fresh as a daisy, 
compared to our dogs, which had 
two days of wear and tear from be-! 

We owners didn't | 
like it, and apparantly the judge did- | 
n't either, for he would not allow 
the dog to be shown. 

‘The path for champion is long and 
difficult. First he must try for the 
Blue Ribbon. These are won, act- 
vally in three classes, and the jud- 
ges are quite particular. I can recall 
one timeswhen there was only one 
dog shown, of a particular class, The 
judges awarded the dog a 3rd place. 
It's owner protested, and the judge 
told the owner that if there had) 
been two other dogs, the dog would 
have won third place anyway, so 3rd. 
place was all that was going to be 
allowed! 

After the dog has won his blue 
ribbon, he is pitted against six other 
blue ribbon winnets, and they then 
try for points. It is only as the 
points mount up that a dog is on 
his way to a championship. 

The contest is held for the males, 
and then for the females. Afterwards 
the winner in these two are pitted 
against each other for “best of wii 
ners”, which wins a blue and white 
ribbon. 

The dogs are then grouped as to 
whether they are of the “sporting 
“non-sporting™ cassification, and 


¢ out with teh “Best of 
Champion” ribbon, an ornate purple 
and yellow rosette type ribbon. 

The competition, in these shows, 
is intense, and there is an awful 
Jot of cut-throat activity, at times 
Of course every one wants to show 
his dog to the best advantage, and | 
some owners have developed a cute} 
habit of getting in front of you, to 
throw your dog off stride. It is « 
very cute trick, which is done in 
apparant. innocence, but we are 
wise to it . 

Hot weather is hard on dogs and 
frequently one of them will suffer 
from heat prostration. The best 
thing to do if a dog is so afflicted 
s to place a menthol crystal on his 
tongue, and then make sure he is 
kept wet, untill he recovers. Put him 
in a rain barrel, so that just his head 
is out of water, or turn the hose 
on him, and keep it going. 

There used to be a time when doy 
owners had difficultly in traveling, 
but that day has now passed, ‘The 
hotels recognize that our dogs are 
well trained, and we are welcome, 
tuday. Our dogs are conditioned to 
be handled by strangers, because, of 
course, the judges are all stranges.

Gamma Globulin - 1953 

| What is gamma globulin? 

| Gamma globulin is the part of 
human blood that contains dis- 
ease-fighting antibodies, It has been 
used for many years to combat 
measles and infectious hepatits 
(jaundice), In 1952, March of Dim- 
es scientists proved it to be an eff- 
ective but temporay preventive of 
crippling caused by polio. 

our chil get gamma glo- 
bulin (GG) for polio this summer? 

GG is in extremely short suppry. 
There will be only about one million 
doses of GG available from now to 
September. There are about 46,000, 
000 children and adolescents in the 
age groups most likely to get polio, 
Who will get gamma globulin this 
summer ? 

The supply will probably be used 
in areas where the greatest number 
of cases occur. Most likely public 
health officers working with pri- 
vate physicians will administer the 
| gamma globulin. 

How amma globulin be distri- 
buted? 

The Office of Defense Mobiliza- 
tion (ODM), a governmental agen- 
cy, is solely responsible for the dis~ 
tribution of the nation's supply of 
gamma globulin through the state 
and territorial health officers. ‘The 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis has no gamma globulin. 
Can we buy GG? 

You should not be able to buy it 
anywhere, See your doctor. If it is 
possible for your ehild to have GG, 
it will be allocated to him through 
the health office. There will be no 
charge for this GG. A private phy- 
sician, however, may charge for his 
services in giving it. All commer- 
cially produced GG made from blood 
other than that donated to the Red 
Cross, is being purchased for the 
nation's stockpile by the National 
Foundation at an estimated cost 
of $11,000,000 in March of Dimes 
funds,

gamma globulin? 

It has been shown to be effective 
against three diseases-meales ,infec- 
tiops hepatitis and polio—and there 
is not enough GG available to treat 
all people who might get these dis- 
eases. Nor manufacturers have 
enough equipment to increasé pro- 
duction of GG this year. By’ placing 
all ay in one stockpile, it will be
